Women and children have begun 
evacuating Wounded Knee as militant 
indians say they are “prepared to die” 
at the historic hamlet they occupied 
nine days ago and federal officials 
picture the situation as extremely 
grave.

said 
Wednesday that all nonresidents of 
Wounded Knee must depart unarmed 
without the threat of arrest by 8 p.m. 
EST. After that time, any of the in­ 
vaders attempting to leave will be 
subject to immediate arrest. 


Federal authorities also declared 
that negotiations could not continue 
with militant Indians who took over the 
village on Feb. 27. They urged all 
women and children to leave. 
Leaders of the American Indian 
Movement said the federal position 
was a threat that the estimated .'IOO 
marshals and FBI agents maintaining 
a perimeter around the village would 
mount an attack. The militants said 
they were 
‘‘prepared to die” in 
Wounded Knee, site of the last major 
battle of the Indian wars. 
Four women and 38 children who are 
among the 200 permanent residents of 
the Sioux village left the encampment 
Wednesday. Two elderly men who 


were among the ll persons held 
hostage nearly two days last week also 
left the village. 
Many of the children, bundled in a 
van and several cars, appeared to be 
suffering from respiratory problems. 
Federal officers carrying 
high- 
powered rifles and automatic weapons 
surveyed the vehicles carefully before 
allowing the caravan to depart. 
Ralph Erickson, special assistant to 
the U.S. attorney general, said Wed­ 
nesday the leaders of the more than 200 
Indians involved in the takeover are 
“bent on one of two courses—total 
capitulation by the U.S. government to 
their illegal demands or violence.” 
He said the demands of the AIM 
leaders “amounts to nothing more 
than intolerable blackmail.” 
Federal authorities are caught in the 
middle of an intratribal political battle 
among the Oglala Sioux, most of whose 
13,000 members live on the Pine Ridge 
Reservation. 
The AIM leaders are demanding that 
tribal president Richard Wilson be 
dismissed and that new elections be 
held. 
They also want the release of three 
Indians arrested Tuesday at a federal 
roadblock after marshals said they 
found gasoline fire bombs in the In­ 
dians’ car.

Douglas Talk 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - Some 75 
anti-abortion demonstrators shoved 
ushers and a policeman aside Wed­ 
nesday night and streamed into Sev­ 
erance Hall, forcing Supreme Court 
Justice William O. Douglas to delay his 
speech for 35 minutes. 
As Douglas went to the lectern, 
protestors drowned out his first words 
and the 74-year-old jurist said : “I think 
you have the wrong speaker tonight.” 
Douglas tried once more to speak, 
then left the stage. He returned later 
and received a standing ovation from 
the crowd of 1,200 when he resumed his 
talk. 
Douglas, who voted to invalidate all 
state anti-abortion 
laws, 
was 
in­ 
terrupted 12 times during his 45- 
minute speech. Douglas did not answer 
questions from the audience as orig­ 
inally planned. Instead he left with a 
police escort. 
Douglas urged the crowd to “get 
with it and get going” to check 
radioactive pollution because the 
Atomic Energy Commission is per­ 
mitting radiation levels IOO per cent 
more than some authorities in the field 
recommend.

West Germany Threatens 
Solo Course With Money 


BRUSSELS (AP) - West Germany 
threatened to go it alone with a 
currency float as the finance ministers 
of the nine Common Market countries 
gathered in Brussels today for another 
try at a joint approach to the world 
monetary crisis. 
The Germans wanted the other eight 
nations to join them in a joint float, 
setting up a schedule of exchange rates 
among their own currencies which 
they would maintain by government 
intervention in the m arket. But their 
state banks would no longer buy 
dollars, leaving the supply and 
demand in the market to establish the 
value of the American currency. 
Finance Minister Helmut Schmidt, 
in a report to the Bonn cabinet Wed­ 
nesday, made clear that failure to 
agree on a joint float might leave him 
no alternative to floating the mark 
against all currencies. 
Because the mark has displaced the 
dollar as the w orld’s strongest 
currency, the Frankfurt exchange has 
been the target for most of the 
speculators and money managers who 
have been selling dollars in record 
quantities in recent m onths. To 
maintain the official parity between 
the mark and the dollar, West Ger­ 
many’s central bank, the Bundesbank, 
has bought an estimated $8.5 billion in 
dollars this year when the rate sank 
too low. 
A solo float of the m ark would take 
the pressure off West Germany to 
support the dollar, but it would have 
two big drawbacks for the Germans. 
It would allow the dollar to sink even 
lower against the mark, increasing the 
cost of German exports to American 


buyers by that much. The price of 
German exports to other countries of 
the Common Market would also rise. 
And failure to agree on a joint float 
would be a further setback to Bonn’s 
hopes for a Common Market monetary 
union. 
The big question at today’s Common 


Market meeting was whether the other 
nations could come to terms with the 
British. 
The pound is already floating 
against all currencies, and the Bank of 
England does not have to dip into its 
holdings to buy dollars, marks, Swiss 
francs or anything else.

Equal Rights Amendment Hopes Grow Dim

Conservatives, labor leaders and 
women who believe a female’s place is 
in the home are in the forefront of an 
increasingly successful drive to block 
ratification of the Equal Rights 
Amendment to the IJ S. Constitution. 


The amendment—which needs the 
approval of 38 states to become law— 
has been rejected by several states in 
recent weeks and even its staunchest 
supporters consider passage unlikely 
this year. 
As of now, 28 states have ratified the 
amendment. In 15 others, the amend­ 
ment either has been rejected or killed 


for this legislative session, although 
further action may resurrect it. Action 
is pending in seven other states. 


The arguments and the opponents 
vary from state to state, hut the op­ 
position appears to focus on claims the 
measure would interfere with privacy 
of the family, with existing legislation 
and with states’ rights. 


Some opponents say it’s just too 
vague, and there is little indication of 
any closely knit, organized drive to 
defeat the amendment. 
A spokesman for the 
A FM JO 
said that state labor dederations have 
been lobbying against tile proposal in 
accordance with national policy, 


decided at the group’s 1969 convention. 
He said the AFL-CIO opposes the 
ERA because “it would nullify a good 
deal 
of 
protective 
legislation 
for 
women workers that the women we 
represent want ...” 
The amendment was passed by 
Congress on March 22, 1972, and must 
he ratified within seven years to 
become law. It reads: “Equality of 
rights under the law shall not be denied 
or abridged by the United States or by 
an state on account of sex.” 
Typical of the arguments against 
ratification are those given by North 
Carolina State Sen. Jack Rhyne, a 
Democrat from the predominantly 
urban Gastonia County area. 


Rhyne contended that passage of the 
amendment would lead to women 
being drafted, would interfere with the 
rights of privacy between the sexes 
and would lead to the usurpation of 
state lawmaking powers by federal 
courts. 
The North Carolina senate defeated 
the measure, 27 to 23, on Feb. 28. Six 
days later, 
Rhyne 
introduced an 
amendment to the state constitution 
that would simply prohibit dis­ 
crim ination in em ploym ent and 
education. “ I don’t believe we can go 
any farther than that without getting 
involved in the family and rights of 
privacy,” he said. 
The ERA also suffered a setback in 


Maine, where the state senate, after 
several days of tie votes, accepted an 
unfavorable committee report on the 
subject. The house, which already had 
passed the m easure, reapproved it, 
sending it back to the senate. 
Leading the fight against adoption of 
the measure were the John Birch 
Society, the Maine State Federated 
Libor Council, Young Americans for 
Freedom and groups called Happiness 
of Womanhood (HOW) and Stop the 
ERA. 
Conservatives from rural areas also 
tire leading the fight against the ERA 
in Tennessee, which ratified the 
measure last year, but is one of several 
states reconsidering the issue.

Of the non-Communist nations 
President Nixon is counting on to join 
in an assistance program, only Japan 
has indicated willingness to pay in 
large sums. But even in Tokyo’s case 
there are uncertainties as to the 
amount and the form of contributions. 
The United States won’t be satisfied 
with anything less than a major 
contribution, certainly far larger than 
the $50-million initial payment men­ 
tioned 
in Japanese 
new spapers 
recently. 
And since Washington prefers a 
multinational effort with individual 
contributions as free of strings as 
possible, the usual Japanese practice 
of tying aid to investment returns is 
not readily acceptable to the United 
States. 
With Congress generally cool toward 
an Indochina aid program , p a r­ 
ticularly if it includes North Vietnam, 
Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
has been stressing a plan to involve 
many nations that would share the 
burden. 
He has stated that the European 
Community as well as Japan has 
shown a willingness to join in. But if 
the Japanese position is uncertain, the 
European Coiiununity is an even 
weaker possibility. 
Great Britain, for instance, has said 
it cannot provide more than a token 
amount. France has shown no in­ 
clination to participate and few other 
European nations are expected to 
contribute in any meaningful way.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The first 
standby draft lottery for men not 
expected to be drafted began today. 
Acting Selective Service Director 
Byron V. Pepitone announced that 
those drawing number 95 and lower 
will be classified. 
He said they will not be processed, 
but will be available for immediate 
induction if there is an emergency next 
year requiring Congress to renew the 
president’s draft authority. It expires 
July I. 
TTiose with numbers above 95, 
Pepitone said, will be kept in the “H” 
holding classification that they were 
put in after they registered last year. 
Most will have no more contact with 
their draft boards. 
Today’s drawing involved the two 
million men who turned 19 this year 
and who would be subject to the draft 
next year if there should be one. 
If they are not needed during 1974, 
Pepitone said in prepared remarks, 
their place will be taken by men one

younger 
who

prim arily vulnerable for the calendar 
year of their 20th birthday, or in 1975.

Building Blocks O f Life 
Reported Present On Moon 


Deputies Handle Minor Reports 


SPACK CEN TER, Houston (AP) - 
Tlic chemical seeds of life are on the? 
moon and need only water to change 
into “ a primitive living system," a bi­ 
ologist reports. 
Dr. Sidney W. Fox of the University 
of Miami told the lunar science con­ 
ference Tuesday that he and two other 
scientists discovered the chemical 
forerunners to amino acids, the basic 
building blocks of life, in the Apollo 
lunar samples. 
Fox said the chemicals, called 
precursors, changed into six types of 
ammo acids when the lunar samples 
were exposed to water in a laboratory. 
“ The probability would have been 
high that some kind cif living system 
would have emerged from 
these 
chemical precursors if there had been 
adequate water at the right time and 
places on the moon,” said Fox. “ The 
main reason 
I say this 
is 
that 
laboratory experiments indicate that 
the subsequent processes from amino 
acids are ridiculously simple.” 
He said that, from the amino acids, a 
“ prim itive replicating organism” 
could have evolved. He said this 
organism is not life in the conventional 
terrestial sense but is a growing 
creature called a microsphere. 
Fox said microspheres he has 
produced in the laboratory have grown 
vigorously but are not able to syn­ 
thesize 
protein 
or 
genetically 
reproduce themselves as does life on 
earth. Microspheres are considered an 
elemental step toward true life. 
The scientist said that if water had 
been introduced on the moon the 
precursors “ would have gone from 
amino acids to a primitive living 
system. That would have occurred in a 
matter of hours.” 
Fox qualified the certainty of the

The Amnesty Hassle 


Now that the Vietnamese War has 
entered a sputtering, political and 
therefore uncertain stage, the rem­ 
nants of the anti-war movement are 
gearing up for the amnesty fight. And 
make no mistake about it, this is a 
fight — full of meanings which both 
sides recognize, though so far those 
meanings have been obscured by 
rhetoric. 
And, so far, the pro-amnesty forces 
have had the best of the rhetorical 
skirmishes. They are saying, for 
public consumption at any rate, two 
things: a) it is time to heal the nation’s 
wounds, opened over the war, and b) 
now that the war is over, why not 
forgive and roget? 
These are powerful appeals. Who, 
after all, does not want to heal old 
divisions, and who does not want to put 
the whole business behind him? 
But those potent appeals do not 
cohere with the reality. 
In the first place, it is clear enough 
that the re-entry into American society 
now of the particular people who took 
refuge in Canada and Sweden would 
not heal the nation’s wounds. If one is 
to judge by their publications, by their

appearances on Canadian television, 
their statements to the press, and so 
on, these people are, by and large, 
unreconcilable 
radicals. 
Their 
judgment was that America is 
irretrievably bad, that the Vietnamese 
War was an expression of that bad­ 
ness, and therefore that the entire 
American system must be dismantled 
and rebuilt. No doubt there are in­ 
dividual exceptions, but in general, 
that is in most cases the concrete 
meaning of the exiles’ act of choice. 
Whatever the “ nation’s wounds” are 
alleged to be, most of these exiles, far 
from healing them, would rub salt in 
them. 
Yet, deeper issues are involved here 
as well, and at bottom the issue of 
sovereignty is at stake. 
I>et it be noted that there are two 
categories, broadly, for whom am­ 
nesty is being demanded: the draft- 
dodgers and the deserters. 
On a superficial view, the deserter 
has committed the major offense. He, 
after all, took the military oath. He has 
therefore not only violated civil but 
military law, and challenged the very 
basis of military discipline.

NEW YORK (A P) - The best way to 
keep in shape, says actor Joel Grey, is 
to “get happy — find pleasure in life 
and not become uptight over the un­ 
pleasant things.” 
The dynamic little performer is 
happy right now because of his 
nomination for an Oscar award for his 
role as the master of ceremonies in 
“Cabaret” and also about his return to 
the nightclub field in which he first 
became a standout. 
Joel, bom to the stage as the son of 
Mickey Katz, a Yiddish entertainer, 
became a star at the Copacabana Club 
here at the age of 19. 
Now, at 41, he is starring this week at 
the Empire Room in the Waldorf. 
In his youth, Grey quit the nightclub 
circuit after a few years because the 
loneliness and incessant traveling 
gave him an ulcer—and because he felt 
it was frustrating his desire to become 
an actor. 
He feels differently about it now. He 
returns as a world-renowned en­ 
tertainer who has made his mark on 
both Broadway and in Hollwyood. This 
time he can skim the gravy from top 
supper clubs. 


“ I love the electric feeling of 
working with a live audience again,” 
he said. “ But I only plan to spend 
another year or two at it.” 
Joel, who made his debut in ‘’On 
Borrowed Time” at the Cleveland 
Playhouse at the age of IO, had ex­ 
tensive training in a number of ob­ 
scure films and television shows which 


the public doesn’t remember — and he 
would just as soon forget. 
“ But there has been one consistent 
thing about my career,” he remarked. 
’I have refused to stay typed by a 
single role or character.” 
Since he is only 5 feet 5 and weighs 
but 119, it has been suggested to Grey 
that he might have chosen to become a 
jockey rather than an actor. 
“ I happen to be afraid of horses,” he 
said wryly. “ Actually, my size has 
never been a negative factor, but a 
positive one. Only while in school did 
my small size bother me.” 
A thoughtful man, Jo e l’s face 
usually wears the expression of an 
amused elf, secretly laughing at the 
world around him.

By the year 2000, 75 per cent of the 
total energy consumed in the United 
States and half of the electric power 
will still come from whatever fossil 
fuel reserves have not been exhausted, 
National Geographic says. 
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But viewed concretely, in the 
present circumstances, the deserter is 
likely to be far less of an implicit moral 
threat to the nation. 
Most deserters are in fact local and 
private cases. A private has slugged 
his sergeant, and goes over the hill. A 
sailor has been caught stealing. A girl 
friend turns up pregnant. True enough, 
the deserter claims political asylum in 
Sweden or some such place, and 
receives a willing audience; but these 
things are merely the friction involved 
in any large military organization. 
Deserters ought to face a military 
court, serve their time, and disappear. 
Very different are the draft-dodgers. 
First of all, they usually come from the 
middle classes, and, again usually, 
they rest their case on more general 
and important grounds than does the 
lunkish deserter. 
It is important to note that these 
exiles did not avail themselves of the 
regular machinery by which one can 
be declared a consientious objector. 
The grounds for claiming such a status 
have been much broadened in recent 
years, and in fact, local draft boards 
have been broadening them even 
further informally. 
No, the “ moral exiles” have been 
claiming something quite different. In 
effect, they have been claiming the 
right to have a private foreign policy, 
different from the one decided upon by 
the legitimate, elected United States 
government. They have demanded — 
by the very act of going into exile — a 
personal veto over the decisions of the 
legitim ate government. They are 
claiming to have had superior insight 
into the morality of the war, superior 
to that of Kennedy, Johnson or Nixon, 
and they are claiming the right to have 
acted upon that insight — and not be 
punished! 
The demand for anmesty, therefore, 
is really a claim for a kind of private 
government. Whatever the individual 
hardships involved among the exiles, 
this is clearly a claim that cannot be 
entered.

Speaking Of Your Health

All week long, my husband does little 
or no exercise. When Sundays come, 
he starts off like a house afire, and 
never 
stops 
until 
he 
is 
utterly 
exhausted. Does this make good 
medical sense? 
Mrs. J.D ., Mass. 
Dear Mrs. D.: 
No, it does not. Although it is recog­ 
nized that some form of exercise is 
good for almost everyone, sudden 
bursts of energy without a preliminary 
warmup may be harmful. 
Only recently, a very interesting 
study was performed at the UCLA 
School of Medicine, using 44 healthy 
firemen as volunteers. It was found 
that of these, 31 developed distinct but 
momentary changes in their electro- 
cardiagrams when they abruptly 
began a strenuous exercise. 
TTiese findings did not occur when 
there was a sensible preliminary 
warmup period. 
It has been suggested, therefore, 
that any person, even those who are in 
a constant peak of physical fitness, 
start their exercise gently, and grad­ 
ually increase to full activity after a 
few minutes. 
Your husband will benefit from such 
graded exercise patterns. He must not 
rush to make up for his week of 
stagnation. 


Dear Mr. U.: 
A dropped, or floating kidney is very 
often found during a routine X-ray 
examination of the genital-urinary 
tract. All this means is that the kidney 
has been displaced from its normal 
position. 
In most instances, the dropped 
kidney functions perfectly normally. 
When there are no symptoms directly 
related to this displaced organ, there is 
no need for surgery. 
If, however, symptoms do arise, the 
kidney can be once again attached to 
its normal position. The operation is 
not a dangerous one. 
Even though you are free of symp­ 
toms, you should be in contact with 
your physician at regular intervals in 
order to follow any possible further 
shifting of the kidney’s position. 


It has just been found that I have a 
dropped kidney. I am not bothered by 
it, but I do wonder if eventually 
surgery will be necessary.

NEW YORK (A P) - Nobody has 
adequately identified “ the little guy” 
we speak about so often, probably 
because the term is relative to 
geography, to markets, to points of 
view. 
Average out the extremes and you 
come up with a fiction, a person who 
doesn’t exist at all. The little guy, it 
seems, is many men, all sharing a re­ 
markable patience, tenacity and op­ 
timism. 
It is now demonstrated by their 
forbearance when presented with the 
suggestion that they eat cheese in 
order to beat the rising cost of meat, 
even though many have been doing 
that for months. 
But a look at the recent past reveals 
these characteristics have persisted 
and developed through some intensely 
frustrating tests that you might think 
would have embittered the little guy. 
He was sold on the notion of 
“ people’s capitalism” and so entered 
the stock market by the millions in the 
1950s and 1960s. He was told that stocks 
were for him, that the age of par­ 
ticipatory capitalism had dawned. 
But by the late 1960s he was told he 
wasn ’t wanted. The market was for the 
big boys, the institutions and their 
multimillion dollar trading power— 
and commissions. Brokers declined his 
orders. When he persisted, he was 
sometimes stripped by the sharp 
swings created by the institutions. 
And the little guy watched inflation 
erode the value of that life insurance 
policy that was supposed to afford 
security to his family and aid in his 
retirement. 
The 
patience 
persists. 
Food, 
clothing, slielter and health are his 
essentials. And three of them—food, 
shelter and health—lead the list of 
price increases. 
Still, the little guy retains his vision, 
his hope, his faith. He recognizes that 
despite some shoddy treatment he is 
advancing in some areas. He has more 
take-home pay, he is securing 
ownership of his house, he has a car. 
He is able to put money into his 
•savings accounts, not an awful lot per 
individual but still sufficient to put 
deposits 
at 
savings 
and 
loan 


associations at record highs. He owns 
more Savings Bonds than ever before. 
And he believes in the American 
dream of progress, no matter how slow 
and frustrating. Will the progress 
continue? The dream? 


Arab Slayers 
Of Diplomats 
To Get Off? 


KHARTOUM, Sudan (A P) - The 
Sudanese president called the slaying 
of three diplomats by Palestininian 
terrorists an “ intolerable crime,” but 
one leading Khartoum lawyer doubts 
the killers will be executed if they are 
convicted. 
President Jaafar el Numairi said in 
a broadcast Tuesday night that the 
eight members of the Black September 
terrorist organization would be 
brought to trial for the killing of U.S. 
Ambassador Cleo A. Noel Jr., U.S. 
Charge d’Affaires G. Curtis Moore and 
Belgian Charge d’Affaires Guy Eld. 
“ I will leave justice to take its 
course,” Nuinairi said. “ I have high 
confidence its judgment will be firm 
and its punishment will be just.” 
The eight Palestinians surrendered 
Sunday morning after failing to secure 
the release of a number of prisoners in 
various countries. No charges have 
been brought against them yet. 
The criminal code permits capital 
punishment for first-degree murder, 
but a leading lawyer who asked not to 
lie identified pointed out that Section 
249 spells out extenuating circum­ 
stances, 
including 
“ grave pro­ 
vocations.” Conviction under this 
section could mean 21 years in prison, 
with about five years off for good 
behavior. 
The lawyer said defense attorneys 
could argue that the guerrillas are at 
war with Israel and the two slain 
Americans were officials of a govern­ 
ment supplying arms to their enemy.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - In­ 
formed sources place the sale of the 
Stouffer Foods division of Litton In­ 
dustries to a Switzerland firm at more 
than HOO million. 
The transaction was completed 
quietly and the division’s new owner, 
Nestle Alimentana, S.A. of Vevey, 
Switzerland, actually took control of 
operations 
Tuesday 
before 
the 
transaction was announced, a Litton 
spokesman said. 
Most S touter employes were 
unaware of the sale. Litton had 
acquired Stouffer Foods in 1967 for 
about $110 million of its stock. Stouffer 
Food was founded by Vernon Stouffer, 
former owner of the Cleveland Indians 
baseball team. 
A spokesman said Stouffer Foods 
would operate independently of its 
other Nestle operations in the United 
States. Stouffer’s three divisions, 
headquartered in Solon, operate 52 
restaurants, ll motor inns, a volume 
service operation and a frozen 
prepared-food division. 
They had sales of about $124 million 
last year. 
Nestle also has a majority interest in 
the Libby, McNeill Sc Libby food 
canner company of Chicago and 
makes its own instant coffee, chocolate 
and cocoa.

collected $176,352.65 in gross receipts 
from criminal and civil actions during 
the calendar year 1972, according to 
the Lith annual court report. 
Largest part of the receipts, $122,981, 
were collected from criminal fines and 
bond forfeitures. $49,950 was collected 
as costs from criminal actions. The 
court performed 18 marriages. 
Total operation expenses of the court 
amounted to $31,069, with the biggest 
expeases, $24,207 for the city’s share of 
clerk, judge, acting judge, bailiff, and 
deputy clerks salaries; 
$4,042 for 
equipment; and $1,002 paid to the 
Sheriff’s Department for boarding 
prisoners, coming from the total. 
Juror fees amounted to $442. 
The clerk of the* court paid $93,506 to 
the city of Circleville from 
the 
criminal division and $3,420 from the 
civil section for a total paid to the city 
of $96,926. 
The court paid $34,954 to Pickaway 
County, $4000 to the Pickaway County 
tow Library, and $38,633 to the 
treasurer of the state for Highway 
Patrol cases. 
According to figures, total disbur­ 
sements to the city of Circleville from 
the operation of the Municipal Court 
from receipts from criminal and civil 
cases amounted to $92,524. Total ex­ 
penses to the city from operation of the 
court was $31,069. Net receipts to the 
city of Circleville was $61,454. 
The report shows that 5,947 criminal 
cases were filed during the year and 
5,917 were completed. There were 199 
civil cases filed and 146 concluded and 
423 small claims cases filed and 409 
concluded, for a total number of 6,569 
cases filed. 
The court was in session 279 days 
during the year, 39 days in excess of 
the 240 day limit required by the state. 
The number of criminal cases shown 
in this report where part or all of the 
fines and costs were suspended do not 
include a large number of criminal 
cases heard by the Court, where the 
Court found the defendants not guilty, 
and thus no fine and costs were levied, 
as the Court was of the opinion, after 
all the evidence was submitted, that 
the prosecution did not present suf­ 
ficient evidence to prove the defendant 
guilty beyond a reasonable doubt, and 
therefore, the Court dismissed the 
cases. This also does not include 
outstanding fines and costs that are not 
paid to date. 
Since the Supreme Court has now 
stated that no defendant can be in­ 
carcerated from non-payment of fines 
and costs, if he does not have the 
money, there will be a considerable 
loss of revenue to the city, county and 
state.

defendant may pay his fine the same 
as his other debts, on time payment.

Telepfftone Tax 
W liittled Down 
Over IO Years 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 10-per- 
cent telephone excise tax that was 
maintained because (rf the Vietnam 
war and became a focal point of an­ 
tiwar protests is gradually being 
phased out. 
The tax rate on telephone bills 
declined to 9 per cent on Jan. I and is 
scheduled to decrease by one per­ 
centage point a year until it is 
abolished in 1982. 
In 1970, there were 56,000 cases of 
unpaid telephone taxes by persons 
protesting the war. Usually the unpaid 
tax amounted to only a few dollars, but 
the Internal Revenue Service insisted 
on payment and, in a few cases, seized 
and auctioned off property to pay the 
tax. 
But, unless Congress reconsiders, 
the telephone excise tax is to disap­ 
pear, as have most other excise levies. 
Exceptions are liquor and tobacco 
taxes and certain user charges, such 
as on gasoline. 


SPACE CENTER, Houston (AP) - 
Meteorites pounded the infant moon so 
violently that chunks of rock probably 
were thrown into space and showered 
a primitive earth as flaming debris, a 
scientist says. 
IX. W. R. Muehlberger, a University 
of Texas geologist who helped train the 
Apollo astronauts, said lunar samples 
brought to earth indicate that massive 
space boulders which smashed into the 
moon splashed debris for hundred of 
miles and even sent some of it into 
space. 
One large impact, the Imbrian 
Crater event, “ practically split 
asunder” the moon and laid a blanket 
of debris that was mountain-sized in 
some areas of the moon, Muehlberger 
told the fourth annual I Amar Science 
Conference on Monday. 
One impact crater, Oriental, is large 
enough to almost “ swallow the State of 
Texas,” he said. 
“ If it had hit Texas, material would 
have been tossed as far west as 
Phoenix, eastward to Atlanta and 


almost to Chicago," Muehlberger said. 
Muehlberger said the Oriental 
impact was so violent that about five 
lier cent of the material churned up left 
the moon, entered space and “gave 
(the earth) a meteor shower like we’ll 
never see again, I hope.” 
The impact that formed Oriental, a 
(rater on the eastern edge of the moon 
as viewed from earth, is thought to 
have occurred about three billion 
years ago. 
More than 700 scientists are at­ 
tending the four-day conference at the 
Johnson Space Center, and more than 
200 papers on studies of the Apollo 
moon samples and data are to be pre­ 
sented.

Views On Television 
NEW YORK (A P ) - A film 
in the “ must-see” category is 
on the CBS Television net­ 
work tonight. It’s called “The 
Marcus-Nelson 
Murders,” 
written by Academy Award 
winner Abby Mann. 
It’s a powerful, three-hour 
dram atization of a con­ 
troversial double murder 
case that shocked New York 
nearly a decade ago—the 
fatal stabbings of Janice 
Wylie and Emily Hoffert in 
August 1963. 
The young career women 
were killed by a prowler at 
their Liast Side apartment. 
Eight months later, a 19- 
year-old 
black 
drifter 
arrested in Brooklyn on other 
charges was charged with 
their deaths. 
Police at the time said the 
youth, George Whitmore Jr., 
confessed not only the Wylie- 
Hoffert murders, but also the 
later slaying of a woman in 
Brooklyn and the attempted 
rape of a nurse there. 
Miss Wylie’s uncle, the late 
author Philip Wylie, said at 
the time of Whitmore’s arrest 
that ‘‘it sounds to me like a 
guy who got scared into a 
confession, or who wanted to 
make a name for himself.” 
Whitmore later repudiated 
the confession, 
contending 
police had beaten it out of 
him. Another man, Richard 
Robles, subsequently was 
arrested and convicted of the 
Wylie-Hoffert murders. 
Whitmore was cleared of 
those slayings. The charge of 
killing the Brooklyn woman 
also was dropped. But in 1967, 
a jury convicted him—after 
three trials—of attempted 
rape. He’s still in prison. 
How he wound up there— 
and its relation to the Wylie-
